sions in the wheat pit before, notably 
when “c o rn e rs” were being run, when 
prices fluctuated m ore violently— when 
small cliques made or lost— mostly 
lest— imposing fortunes, hut never be­ 
fore has there been a broader or bet­ 
ter sustained general market. 
Never before 
have grain 
brokers 
done 
a la rger business. 
For 
more 
th an a week when the rest of th e city 
was asleep th e lights in their offices 
have been ablaze 
while heavy-eyed 
clerks worked into tho small hours try ­ 
ing to keep track of the business done. 


Volume of Orders Heavy. 


Hardly a house in town has a sufficient 
force of clerks in the pit to fill tho or­ 
ders th a t arc pouring in from Maine 
to California. 
Nor are th e re enough 
wires 
to handle the 
rrmss of 
daily 
business. 
T h e 
inevitable 
therefore 
lins happened and only the larger or­ 
ders are considered.

velt by Commissioner of Corporations 
Herbert Knox Smith. 
P a rt One 
of the report 
b a s been 
made public and other parts will fol­ 
low. 
Certain information acquired Is 
withheld for the present In accordance 
with instructions 
of the 
president, 
who feels th a t Its publication might 
interfere with the prosecution of tho 
governm ent’s suits against the Stand 
arri Oil company 
and its subsidiary 
co inpanles. 
The report contains the net r e s u l t s 
of a study of th* petroleum business 
during the year 1904. 
It is the first, official statem ent of 
the operations 
and methods 
of the 
Standard Oil company. by which, the 
report 
states, through 
“scandalous 
railway discriminations” and other u n ­ 
lawful devices, 
it has secured and 
maintained an “exclusive domination 
•if the petroleum Industry.” 
It Is stated that In 1104 the S ta n d ­ 
ard and affiliated 
concerns "refined 
over 84 per oent of the crude oil run 
through 
refineries: 
produced 
m ore 
than 86 per cent of the country’s total 
output ®f Illuminating oil; maintained 
a 
sim ilar proportion 
of tho 
export 
trade in Illum inating oil and tra n sp o rt­ 
ed 
through pipe 
lines nearly 
nlne- 
teeitbe of the crude oil of the older 
fields sa d t8 por oent of the crude oil 
of the nald-oontlnent field.” 


■ aals of the Monopoly. 


The report ears that the monopoly 
enjoyed by th e company does not rest 
on the ownership of the source of the 
oft supply, which 
amounts to about 
only one-sixth of the total, but “th a t 
its growth and 
present power rest 
primarily on the coutrol of th e trans- 
portion facilities ” 
After the railroad rebate was a b a n ­ 
doned, the- report continues, the com­ 
pany w'as ablo to “establish a system 
of secret or open 
discriminations of 
raters in Its favor throughout practical­ 
ly 
tho entire 
country. 
Having es­ 
tablished its monopoly of the pipe line 
business tho 
company 
substantially 
refuses to act as a common carrier ” 
T he report adds th at the Standard 
controls not only the wholesale hut 
also tho retail trade in oil. 
In conclusion, tho report says it is 
apparent th at the dominating position 
cr the S tan d ard Oil company in the 
oil Industry h a s largely been secured 
bv the abuse of transportation facili­ 
ties— first, by flagrant discriminations

Dunn, who was one of the 
party and who boards at the residence 
of D. Mahoney, N orth Ninth street in 
Histed th at Miss Lewis stop with her 
and as she con tin u ed to feel worse i n ­ 
sisted on her remaining over night 
Dr.
